Town May Drill Five 
More ^X^ater ^X^ells 


More Wheat Storage 

The three steel storage bins 
shown above, recently erected on 
elevator row by United Grain 
Growers Ltd., add 108,000 bushels 
to the U.G.G. storage capacity at 
Vulcan. Imported from the United 
States, the all-steel bins on cement 
slabs are the firs* of this type and 
size to be used in Canada. Each 
bin measures 36' ft. in diameter, 
is 40 ft in height to the eaves, 
and holds 36,000 bushels. The bins 
can be easily adapted to allow the 
loading of box cars from them. 


Somewhat of an experimental pro¬ 
ject by the U.G.G., this type of 
storage will be used at other points 
in the west if it proves satisfactory 
at Vulcan. 

The new bins increase United 
Grain Growers total grain storage 
capacity at Vulcan to 428,004 
bushels. Total grain storage capa- 
city at Vulcan, for all companies, 
is now estimated at 2,039,000 
bushels — the largest at any pri¬ 
mary grain shipping point in Can¬ 
ada.

A project of drilling five addi¬ 
tional wells for the Town of Vul¬ 
can may be undertaken this win¬ 
ter if approval can be obtained 
under the winter >vorks assistance 
program, town council decided at 
the regular October meeting. Cost 
of the wells is estimated at $4,000 
each and the Water Resources 
Branch of the provincial govern¬ 
ment has been asked to send an 
engineer to Vulcan to locate sites 
for the proposed wells. 

The town has offered the sum 
of $350 to the Crown Assets Dis¬ 
posal Corporation for the airport 
wells, pumphouses, equipment and 
power line and indications are that 
this offer will likely be accepted. 
The equipment can be used at 
other wells and the airport wells 
will be availaole if and when it 
is considered feasible to use them. 

The possibility of piping water 
in from the Clay Snow spring 
about six miles north of Vulcan 
was also discussed. Town engineers 
C. C. Parker, Whittaker & Co., 
have advised that the cost of 
ditching, pipe and backfilling would 
be $4.15 per foot, or about $132,000 
for six miles, plus the cost of re¬ 
servoirs. No action is being taken 
on this matter at this time.

Game Warden Urges Farmers To Report Oftenders 


Maybe it was the prompt 8 
o'clock start of the Monday night 
Fish & Game Association’s meet¬ 
ing or possibly the presence of two 
question and answer men gave 
the needed lift, but this migratory 
bird night was the most lively and 
interesting in the brief history of 
the local F. and G. organization. 

After the opening film, caught 
by most of the 50 members in at¬ 
tendance, Steve Dixon, Alberta 
Fish & Game representative, and 
High River based game officer 
Bert Freeman were introduced and 
the balance of the meeting was 
pretty well taken over by long 
discussions on the ills of hunting. 

In answering a query as to what 
the local organization had done to 
solve the hunting problem in the 
district Steve Dixon related some 
of the work done by the provincial 
body through such bodies as the 
Vulcan group and in the end he 
felt farmers were too reluctant in 
turning over hunting violators to 
the authorities. In summing up he 
said, "We are persecuting the in¬ 
nocent too muen and not prosecut¬ 
ing the guilty as we should. There 
are many intelligent good friends 
among hunters but they all suffer 
because of the few who don’t care.” 

Mr. Dixon felt that in the 
Brooks area, because of the dis¬ 
tance from cities, a different type 


of hunter is involved compared 
with those covering this area. At 
Brooks, people who have travelled 
that far are there strictly to hunt 
pheasants whereas in our area 
many undesirables are attracted 
because it is just a good drive from 
the cities and hunters cruise 
around in cars shooting every¬ 
where and anywhere. 

The speaker said the provincial 
organization had been instrumental 
in having the duck season moved 
up to where it was aiding farmers 
during the harvest season. More 
R.C.M.P. support is now being 
given to the hunting problem, 
while on the big game scene 
October is now open for sheep 
hunting through the work of Fish 
& Game. Also a litter law was 
passed by the government, origin¬ 
ally put forward by the High River 
branch. 

In answer to a suggestion that 
the doe season should be closed, 
Mr. Dixon replied that had been 
found that, as with cow moose, the 
open season does not cut their 
numbers too much and in the case 
of moose, the fertility rate is very 
low leaving mBny cows eating 
heavily and not producing. 

Mr. Dixon felt hunting conditions 
had greatly improved around 
Brant this year due to the more 
frequent presence of the game 


officer. 

Many questions were fired at 
game officer Freeman of High 
River but the big one, how can 
farmers prosecute hunters who 
trespass, is still left, for the most 
part, in their hands. They should 
take the offender’s car licence 
number and be able to identify 
him, otherwise the authorities have 
difficulty prosecuting a case. In 
the event of Jack of Identification 
of the offender though, it was 
pointed out that if the licence 
number is turned in, the game of¬ 
ficer will trace it and very often 
can get a confession from the 
guilty party. 

Another question, is there such 
a thing as legal possession of a 
hen pheasant, such as a dog re¬ 
trieving a dead bird or a hunter 
finding one, drew an Immediate 
answer. "If we find a hen in your 
car, you’re it. We cannot concern 
ourselves with how the bird came 
into your possession. The only 
thing to do is leave a dead hen 
where it is found.” 

On the subject of no shooting 
signs Mr. Freeman told of the 
farmer in the Carseland district 
who placed a politely worded sign 
on one side of his home area, along 
the route of hunters, and on the 
other side of the buildings, further 
along the trail usually taken, wes 


another sign with the word 
“Thanks” painted on it and on the 
other side was the first message 
for people coming from the other 
direction. He has found this ex¬ 
periment most successful. 

Several cases of hunting viola¬ 
tions are being heard at High 
River as a result of Mr. Freeman’s, 
patrols and he is constantly on the 
move throughout the district but 
warned that it was impossible for 
him to cover the country as afters 
as is probably necessary at the 
height of the season. Being, re¬ 
lieved of the commercial fishing 
responsibility has improved ser-wiae, 
but with the November opening 
of the big game season, his. work 
will take him into the west 
country as well as this end at his 
district. 

The story goes thr.t one sports¬ 
man, being checked by the officer, 
warmly shook his hand and' ex¬ 
pressed his pleasure at the of¬ 
ficer’s patrolling of the area and 
wound up being fined for having, 
a loaded rifle in the back of his 
car. 

The game officer emphasized the- 
danger of using live halt for fish¬ 
ing, as carp minnows or other- 
scavenger breeds can ruin lake 
fishing in this area if a few min¬ 
nows are left in the water and 
survive.

Do everything for him, so that he 
will be experienced in throwing burdens on others. 

7. Let him read anything he wants. Have no con¬ 
cern whatever for what goes into his mind. Provide 
him with Lily cups for his lips, but let his brain drink 
out of any dirty container for words and ideas. 

8. Quarrel frequently in the presence of your 
children. In this way they will be prepared for broken 
homes later on. 

9. Give him all the spending money he wants; 
never let him earn his own. 

10. Satisfy every craving of the child for food, 
drinks, and everything that has to do with the sense 
of taste and touch, gratifying every sensual desire. 

11. Take his part against policemen, teachers and 

neighbor. They are all “prejudiced” against your 
child. —20th Century Christian
